ON. GEORGE F EDMUNDS, former senator 


from Vermont, replying to a letter in regard to 


the authorship of what i-; known as the Sherman an- 
ti-tnist law. goc* beyond the scope of the interoga- 
tion and makes these statements in regard to the law 
itself: 


" The only difficulty with the bill we reported and 


which became the law was the want of administration, 
that is to say that the law was and is entirely capable 
of putting afi end to such so-called trust ami such 
combinations as interfere with or restrain commerce 
among the states etc., if the officers of the go\eminent 
having charge of the enforcement of the law under- 
stood their duty and are willing to do it, being of 
course, supplied with sufficient means to put it in 
force. 


"If the famous Knight case had been instituted 


and carried toward with sufficient allegations of the 
precise nature and history of the Knight affair, and 
had been supported, as it could have been, by adequate 
proof of the facts it set forth I believe the supreme 
court of the I nited States \\ould not have had the 
least difficulty in preventing the earning on of the 
combination under consideration, and putting an end 
to it, as it can still do with similar ones. The bill 
of complaint in that case was unhappilv not drawn in 
such a way as to present the question which now so 
much commands ju-t public concern. 


"What is needed is not so much, more legislation 


as competent run! i arrest administration of the laws 
that exi-t. 1 haw no doulu lhat the present attorney 
general and his wry able assistant will find easy 
means, if supptn. 1 with the neecssan funds, lo arrest 
the progress ;u-d undo the nii-chie\il;s \\ork of such 
great and injurious combinations as have so largely 
come hito rece'it existence."

able because he was in the senate when the law was 
passed and participated m the discussions regarding 
its value and eflectneness. 


President Koosewlt is making a great stir about 


his opposition to trusts, but his administration has 
done nothing to curb them. 
An alleged move has 


been made against the beef trust, in response to a 
great popular demand and the case is now barely in 
the courts. The first steps were taken last summer, 
so long ago that most people have forgotten about 
it and it i- not l.nowr when a decision may be reason- 
ably ( xpected. 


The country has been suffering for years and this 


winter mure than usual in the east, from the extor- 
tion of the coat trust. 
Instead of proceeding in his 


official capacity to enforce the law against the great 
combi'iation, the President has done nothing except 
to ; , ; >i'it a commission without standing and with- 
out a".bority. which can do nothing but take testi- 
rnom and give ad\ise regarding legislation or admin- 
istrative action.

LET THE PEOPLE VOTE DIRECT

HE passage of Assembly Concurrent Resolu- 


tionXo. 4, urging the amendment of the fed- 


eral constitution so as to provide for the election of 
United State- senators by direct vote of the people, 
nmVu'F'tedly expressed the sentiments of an over- 
•whe!:- i 'g majority of Nevada's voters. 
We have

gurv » against the proposed change. Every objec- 
tion '- in the nature of a technical quibble.' Stress 
is ]•>• ' upon the circumstance that the senators ar.1 
stingo-el to represent the sovereignty of the States. 
Well, v bat if they are? 
Is that any reason why they 


•ot be elected by a method which will fairly 
the wishes of the people of the states which 
•ors are to represent ? How can a popular 
•vithtn a State detract anything from its sev- 


ere"-* ,f _ ^ qp|,e pnrpose of the constitutional provis- 
J0- ;V- i -jual representation in the senate was and is 
to "- ~> <"?t the smaller states again the encroachments 


of the larger ones. So far as the attaimMnt of this 
end is concerned the method of electing a senator 
within a State is wholly immaterial so long as there 
is an election. But under the present method there 
are frequent deadlocks and failures to elect, which, 
in a measure, defeat the constitutional purpose. 
Un- 


der a system of popular elections there could scarcely 
be a deadlock for any considerable length of time. 
There might be a tie vote, (a very improbable thing) 
but if there should be, a new election could be called 
and it is almost impossible to imagine two ties in sec- 
cession. 


But beyond thisi as senators are now elected, in 


many cases they do not actually represent the State at 
all. 
They are not the choice of the people, and the 


people are the State. It may be said that a majority 
of a legislature represents a majority of the people. 
Sometimes it does and sometimes it does not. 
The 


cases are numerous in which a minority of the voters 
in a State have elected a majority of the legislature, 
and the cases are still more numerous in which the 
legislatures have elected men to the United States 
senate who could never have secured a majority of the 
popular vote. An obnoxious man may make a suc- 
cessful contest for the senate through the nomination 
of popular men for the legislature. The legislative 
candidate is voted for on personal grounds, regardless 
of the senatorial candidates. 


We might multiply arguments almost indefinitely 


against the present method of electing senators, but 
there is litterally none against letting the people have 
a direct voice in the matter.

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DISTRESS IN LONDON 


A 


CARLE dispatch from London states that there 
are more than half a million unemployed men 


in that great metropolis. If this is true then nearly 
one half of the adult male population must be out 
of employment. London is usually considered to bf 
the world's financial center. It is, at all events, the 
greatest money center, and for that reason the dis- 
patch mentioned is a little disquieting. 


General business conditions throughout Europe 


are generally reflected with more or less accuracy by- 
London. That city makes its drafts upon all quart- 
ers of the globe, and particularly upon the continent 
of Europe. It is preeminently a creditor city, and th^ 
business there is largely dependent upon the ability 
of its debtors to make prompt returns. 
It is wel! 


known that the business boom which began in Eu- 
rope about a year and a half before it did in this coun- 
try, long since broke, and that for the last two years 
business there has barely held its own, with quite a 
tendency toward stagnation. 
Notably this has been 


the situation in Germany, and in lesser degree in 
England. 


Such a condition must of necessity, be a matter of 


no small concern to us, for England and Germany are 
our best customers. In the neighborhood of one half 
of all our exports go to those two countries, which 
are usually spoken of as our greatest competitors. If 
there is a serious break in business there, they will, 
of course, buy less of our goods, and pay lower prices 
for what they do buy. If the falling off reaches any- 
considerable proportions, it is bound to affect us ser- 
iously. It is true that our export trade is only a small 
part of our aggregate business, but it is a very impor- 
tant part withal. It represents a disposal of goods 
that would otherwise be a dead 
surplus. 
If 
they 


could not be sold, it would mean smaller production 
and more idleness in this'country. 


Moreover, it would have a most significant effect 


on the movement of specie between this country and 
Europe. With a trade balance of five or six hundred 
million dollars annually in our favor, we can barelv 
hold our own in the matter of specie shipments. How 
then would it be if the trade balance should drop to 
two or three hundred millions a year? We might 
very easily have to send out a hundred or two hun- 
dred million in gold, and this would cause a tremor 
to run through every trade and money center in the 
country. 


There is no occasion for alarm, but it is well to 


keep ever in view the close connection which exists 
between Eifropc and America in business matters.
